


Use of vacant school 
still not determined

2 MADISON — lt was snowy 
and 5 degrees outside yesterday 
morning but there was plenty of 
warmth as emotions heated in 
ithe Harris School cafeteria 

Madison school officials, Edu- 
cational Therapy Center admin- 
istration and about 40 residents 
and city officials gathered to dis- 
cuss the proposed move of ETC 
~to vacant Louis Baer School. 

Following brief explanations 
,by John Hamm III, school board 
president, Regional Superinten- 
dent of School Harry A. Briggs 
Jr. and ETC officials, Director 
David Blue and Coordinator Bob 
Burketthomas, residents got a 
chance to voice their opinions 
and concerns 

“We're not trying to push any- 
‘thing down your throats," Briggs 
said. ‘“‘We want to be welcomed 
into your community because 
that is the y way we can suc-

EDWARDSVILLE — Since 
coming into office in early 
December, Madison County 
State’s Attorney Bill Haine has, 
been a busy man. 

In_addition.to time. spent in 
court, and in’ the office, -he—is 
also attending and speaking at a 
number of public meetings 

In January, he was on a panel 
discussing juvenile crime and 
parental responsibility in Troy 
* He is scheduled to discuss the 
individual’s right to self-defense 
at a rural crime seminar Feb. 
24 at the Madison County Farm 
Bureau in Edwardsville, and is 
also planning to speak at a 
ivorkshop on elderly abuse. 

It is important, Haine says, 
for the state’s attorney to main- 
tain a high profile. i. 

think that’s all part-of the 

‘he said. ‘I’m the point 
aman for the justice system in 
*this county.” 

He said it is also an opportu- 
‘nity to learn what the needs of 
different communities are. 

This is not the state’s attor- 
ney's office of his predecessor, 
Haine says in so many words, 
and speaking to the public is 
one way to make people aware 


Opinions on that “welcoming” 
were about 50-50. 

Madison Police’ Lt. Paul Bar- 
giel restated the conclusions of 
his last report showing an 1,800 
percent increase in police calls, 
from four to the 19 reported by 
Granite City police officials. 

“I'm concerned with the effect 
it will have on the community 
both in terms of dollars and a 
rise in crime,” Bargiel said. 

But Bargiel’s stand was quick- 
ly questioned by resident Wally 
DuShon who wanted a specific 
breakdown of those police calls. 

“It sounds like you’re compar- 
ing apples to oranges to me,” 
DuShon said. He also questioned 
the process by which students 
are sent to ETC and if most of 
those students were ‘social devi- 


ves, they are social devi- 
ates,"’ Burketthomas said. “They 
are not retarded, they are not 
criminals. They know what they 
should and should not do but 
their response is one that is not 
socially acceptable.’ 


Theresa Kowalczyk, who lives 
across the street from the 
school, was concerned about bus- 
ing, students searches for weap- 
ons and drugs, and what the 
school would have on the value 
of her property 
All ETC representatives alter- 
nately explained that they could 
net randomly search the stu- 
dents without probable cause. 
Blue said that students were’ 
picked up very near their 
homes, let off only on school 
property and would be using 
only the playground facilities 
within the gates of the school. 
Burketthomas said that knives 
have been taken from female 
students’ purses on a few occa- 
ons but there has never been 
n incident involving a gun. 

I can assure you that if you 
don’t have something in that 
building that the value of your 
Property will go down,"’ Briggs 
sai

“The justice system (in Madi- 
son County) has taken a beati! 
in the past four years,” Haine 
said. ‘We need to show that 
there has been a change.” 

One of those changes, accord- 
ing to Haine, is that, the State’s 
Attorney’s Office is ‘‘putting 
pressure on the system.” 

Specifically, he said there is 
stricter enforcement on drug 
offenses and DUI (driving under 
the influence of alcohol). 

“We will not recommend pro- 
bation for drug sellers any 


more,"’ he said. ‘‘We will not 
reduce charges of drug sales to 
drug possession, which was 
done in the past.”’ 

He said’ stricter enforcement 
of DUI laws has caused ‘‘a ‘lot 
of static’’ between the state's 
adttorney’s office and local attor- 
neys. 

“DUI cases generate 
amounts of money,” 
“We are foHowing 
which doesn’t set 
some lawyers. 

Haine said he is also makin; 
sure better warrants are issued, 
and is spending a great deal of 
time in court 

“I have to be there (in court) 
every day because that’s where 
we do our work,"’ he said 

Haine also said he won his 
first felony trial recently. . 

In that case, Willie Banks of 
Alton was canvicted of armed 
robbery, Haine said he is going 
to recommend life imprison- 
ment because Banks is a “habit 
ual criminal."’ 

Despite the successes, Haine 
said there have also been some 
setbacks. 

The biggest was the Jan. 27 
acquittal of Dustan Pennington

But the Republican governor did not propose an 
increase in the state income tax. He had said in 
January that he would abandon trying to raise the 
income tax at this time due to continued opposition 
from House Speaker Michael Madigan, D-Chicago.

. The actual proposal is to change the tax from 20 
to 38.cents in the first year, raising an estimated 
170 million in additional state revenue.

John Papa argued 

‘¢ the Granite City Election 

Board at a hearing Friday after- 

noon. The board adjourned after 

hearing arguments, promising a 
written decision soon. 

An objector’s petition filed by 
Sandra Shaw, a candidate for 
4th Ward alderman, seeks Per. 
jak’s removal from the ballot 
because Perjak’s petition con- 
tains excessive signatures. 


Illinois statute requires 
petitions to contain the signa- 
tures of not less than 5 percent 
or more than 8 percent of the 
votes cast in the last general 
election 

For the 4th Ward, the limits 
were 95 to 152. Perjak’s petition 
contains 160 signatures. 

The case was heard by an 
election board made up of May- 
or Von Dee Cruse, City Clerk 
Bob Stevens and 2nd Ward 
Alderman Pat Schuman. 

Cruse spologized for the lack 
of polish in the proceeding, but 
said the board members did not 
have too much experience in 
hearings and was “trying to do 
things right.”

Shaw told the board she thought 
her objection reasoning was 
apparent. *

legal criteria.” 

Perjak had no testimony. 

Shaw said accepting only part 
of the petition gave the board 
the discretion to pick and choose 
signatures, which she felt was 
not within the members’ authori- 
ty. Shaw said the law is clear 
and people should be made to 
follow the law. 


Papa told the board that the 
few cases that have dealt with . 
excess signatures have indicated 
removal from the ballot is an 
excessive penalty. ‘ 

He cited a federal case in 1980 
that decided removal was a vio- 
lation of due process under the 
First Amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution. Papa cited a 1988 
Illinois case involving exeessive 
signatures that agreed with the 
federal ruling. 


Papa said the board could 
take actions other than striking 
Perjak’ from the ballot including 
looking at only the first 152 sig- 
natures to see if they satisfied 
the requirement or removing a 
page. or pages from the petition

12 charged with fraud 


EDWARDSVILLE — Three 
local residents are among 12 
people charged in felony war- 
rants with defrauding the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid of a 
collective total of more than 
$45,000 in public assistance bene- 
fits. 

Mike Nieskes of the Madison 
County State’s Attorney’s Office 
identified three of those charged 
as Karen McGuire, 28, and Hen- 
ry Whitford, 39, both of Granite 
Gity, and Angela Jenkins, 24, of 
Venice. 

McGuire was served a war- 
rant Jan 5 at the Madison 
County Sheriff's Office, an offi- 
cer of that department-said. The 


warrant said she defrauded Pub- 
lic Aid of $3,700, Nieskes said 

The warrant issued against 
Whitford charged he defrauded 
the state agency of $3,204 in pub- 
lic assistance benefits. 

The Jenkins warrant says she 
defrauded Public Aid of $3,058, 
Nieskes said. 

State’s Attorney William,Haine 
said his office wilP seek full 
repayment of the benefits and 
criminal penalties for those who 
are convicted, 

Others charged reside in 
Alton, Worden, Edwardsville, 
Collinsville, Highland, Godfrey, 
Moro and East Ailton.

“The point here is that Jerry 
Costello is not, and never will 
be, Mel Price in terms of 
respect from members of both 
sides of the aisle (in Congress) - 
and in terms of admiration from 
his constituents throughout the 
district," Galen said. “There is 
no, sense that Jerry Costello is 
unbeatable. 

Galen said the national com- 

tee will financially support 
Gaffner if he runs in 1990, 
despite the fact Gaffner had 
almost no national help after 
last year's Aug. 9 special gener- 
al election.

BBB’s arbitration 
service gets use, 
latest stats show _ 


The foltowing article is by 
James C. itt, president of 
the Better Business Bureau. 

More consumers and business 
people are using the Better 

usiness Bureau’s inquiry, 
mediation and arbitration ser- 
vices. 

Statistics for 1988 show that 

the Bureau responded to a 
record 180,914 inquiries — 
some 29,012. more inquiries 
than it received in 1987. Its 
staff handled 14,837 complaints 
in 1988, compared to 15,481 the 
year before. Community volun- 
teers assisted the bureau in 
resolving 417 of these com- 
plaints through mediation — 
106 more cases than 1987. In 
addition, consumers are 
requesting more educational 
materials before making a pur- 
chase. 

This also has been a record- 
breaking year for the bureau’s 
arbitration service, since more 
consumers and businesses are 
turning to an alternative to the 
court system to resolve their 
disputes. Arbitration is an 
informal, quick and final pro- 
cess. In 1988, community volun- 
teers arbitrated 826 consumer/ 
business disputes — up from 
the 736 in 1987 

The’ advertising 
department challenged some 
241 local advertising cam- 
aigns. While this is slightly

year before, the severity of 
questionable advertisements 
has. grown; therefore, more 
time is being spent on sho; 
Pings, monitoring questionable 
sales and educating problem 
industries. 


" Those organizations-or com- 
panies about which consumers 
inquired most often were home 
remodeling contractors, mail 
order -companies, service orga- 
nizations, insurance companies 
and franchised’.auto dealers. 
The highest number of com- 
plaints were filed against mail 
order companies, home remod- 
eling/improvement companies, 
franchised auto dealers, auto 
repair shops and home furnish- 
ing stores. Industries with the 
greatest number of advertising 
echaHenges- were department 
Stores, home furnishing stores, 
franchised auto dealers, appli- 
ance stores and discount stores. 


The BBB Auto Line program, 
whereby most domestic and 
foreign] auto manufacturers 
agree to mediation or arbitra- 
tion, drew 2,288 complaints in 
1988, compared to 2,394 in 1987.

Utilities can shut off service, but rules must be followed! 


By Neil Hartigan 
ltinois Attorney General 


Q. Can the utility company 
. Shut me off? 

A. Yes, the utility company 
can shut off your service, but 
only if you don’t pay your bill, 
or you don’t pay your deposit, or 
you break- your deferred pay- 
ment. agreement, or you tamper 
with the company’s property. 

The utility company must fol- 
low certain rules and procedures 
in order to terminate your ser- 
vice. The company must give 
you a red Final Notice at least 
five days before your utilities 
are scheduled to be shut off; if 
the notice is mailed, the compa- 
ny must wait 8 days after mail- 
ing it before they can shut off 
your utilities. 5 

Gas and electric service can- 
not be.shut off after 2 p.m. on 
any weekday unless the utility is 
prepared to reconnect service 
the same day at the normal 
reconnection charge.

Utility companies 
must follow special rules about 
turning on your service, provid- 
ing your ‘service, and shutting 
off your utility service 

In providing service, the utili- 
ty will just decide if you are a 
credit risk. The only thing they 
can consider is your record of 
Paying that company for the 
same services as those that you 
are applying for.

"WASHINGTON — U.S. Rep. Richard A. Gep- 
hardt, D-South St.Louis, ran an effective ‘presiden- 
tial campaign, but would Be a better legislative 
leader than president, U.S. Sen. Paul Simon said 
in his new book on the 1988 jidential race. 

“In his campaign memoir ‘Winners and Losers. 
to be published next month by Crossroad/Continu- 
um, the Illinois Democrat said Gephardt delivered 
‘his populist-message-well-on-television and in per= 
son, and called him ‘‘one of the better stump 
speakers among the candidates. 

Gephardt started as a “total unknown on the 
national scene and through hard work emerged as 
a significant factor in the campaign,” Simon 
wrote. 


Because Gephardt has a tendency to shift posi- 

ions on significant issues, Simon said he felt the 

Missouri congressman “is more cut out to be a 

legis! iative leader than to lead in the executive 
inch. 

"EBut what is a weakness in the p: idency can 
be a strength for a legislative leader,””"Simon con- 
tinued. ‘‘My guess is that he could emerge eventu- 
ally as Speaker of the House or a Senator from 
Missouri and make a significant contribution to 
the nation."” 

“TI don’t. think he’s read the book yet, so he can’t 
comment,’’ said Gephardt spokeswoman Deborah 
Johns. Simon, who ended his Iong-shot presidential 
bid last April after Massachusetts Gov. Michael 
Dukakis tightened his/grip on the needed delegate 
total at the Democratic Convention, uses .the book 
to decry the length and cost of the modern presi- 
dential “contest and its emphasis on slick  packag- 
ing and little substance. sae 

“The -reality is that personality, rather than 
issues, tends to dominate our presidential nomina- 
tion and election process,’’ he said “Infinitely 
more people know that I wear a bow tie than what 


| my positions are on arms control and education.” 


About the fall campaign, Simon said the Bush- 
Dukakis contest was the worst’”’ he ever saw, Say- 
ing that Bush ran a dirty campaign” and that 
Dukakis came across as uncaring and also unwill- 
ing to answer unfounded GOP charges promptly. 

Simon, one of eight Democrats to seek his par- 
ty’s nomination, said the Senate was abuzz with 
mostly critical comments after Bush’s selected 
Indiana Sen. Dan Quayle as his running mate and 
caught the New Orleans convention and the nation 
by surprise. ks 

Although many senators told Simon that they 
personally liked Vice President Quayle, the former 
Indiana nator, just as many told him that they 
were “appalled” ‘by Bush’s decision. Quayle was 
traveling in South America and was unavailable 
for comment. 

He quoted a Republican senator during the fall 
campaign as saying he would be relieved if Quayle

According to FEC records, Tennessee Sen. 
Albert Gore has already eliminated the debt he 
built up in the Democratic presidential primaries. 

Ohio Senator-John Glenn still owes-$2.4 million 
on his 1984 campaign, and former Colorado. Sen, 
Gary Hart has debts from 1984 and 1983 totalling 
$1.7 million, financial reports show. 

FEC spokesman Fred Eiland said the agency 
has only followed four presidential campaigns, and 
has not noticed any debt trends.

ST. LOUIS — Ross & Baruzzini Inc. will pursue 
its complaint that the bidding for a major Metro 
Link contract was unfair to the company, a-Ross 
& Baruzzini executive said recently 

Metro Link is the 18-mile, $288 million light rail 
commuter system that will link East St. Louis and 
Lambert-St. Louis International Airport. It will be 
built and operated by the Bi-State Development 
Agency, which runs the area’s bus system 

Ross & Baruzzini, a local engineering company, 
claims it was unfairly passed over for consider. 
ation of a systems contract because of a ‘“‘constitu- 
tional’ conflict of interest.’’ The company will 
appeal its case to R. Raleigh D'Adamo, executive 
director of the Bi-State Development Agency, by 
the Friday (Feb. 3) deadline set by Bi-State offi- 
cials, said Donald Ross, president of Ross & 
Baruzzini. 

On Jan. 27, Robert A. Nichols, director of pur- 
chasing and materials management for Bi-State, 
denied Ross & Baruzzini’s initial protest. 

Under a tentative timetable set by Bi-State 
attorney John Fox Arnold, D’Adamo has until 3 
p.m. Monday (Feb. 6) to determine whether the 
protest filed by Ross & Baruzzini has meri:

D'Adamo awarded the $30,000, no-bid consulting 
contract to Hill International in early 1988. 

Meanwhile, Tom Villa, president of. the East- 
West Gateway. Coordinating Council and the St. 
Louis Board of Alderman, met with Bi-State offi- 
cials Jan. 25 to discuss his concerns about_the light 
rail project and will meet with them again Tues- 
day (Feb. 7).- 

Further, trustees of the St. Clair County (Ill.) 
Transit District have passed a resolution asking 
that an oversight committee be formed and given 
“‘a voice in all substantive decision-making regard- 
ing the design, construction and operation of Metro 
Link and related feeder bus system.” : 

Villa proposed the formation of such a commit- 
tee Jan. 11 in a letter to Bi-State Board Chairman 
Patricia Watkins. 

The Jan. 25 meeting between Villa, Bi-State~offi- 
cials and Les Sterman, executive director of East- 
West Gateway, “was very positive,” Watkins said. 
Gateway is the the regional planning body that 
oversaw. the initial planning stages of Metro Link 
before turning it over to Bi-State in late 1987. 

“TI still think there are some fairly large con- 
cerns that haven't been answered to our satisfac- 
tion,”” Villa said .Wednesday. His two main con-
